Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1970 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1970. 


The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  3,640  which  was  a  decrease  of  30  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  pf  live  births  was  33  (32M.  23F.)  which  was  an  increase 
of  5  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was 
accordingly  15.1?  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar-General's  Comparability 
factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and 
sex  distribution  and  allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the 
rate  becomes  17-1  this  being  higher  than  that  of  16.0  fbr  England  and 
Wales . 


Stillbirths  and  Rate 


There  were  two  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year.  The  still¬ 
birth  rate  was  accordingly  35.0  compared  with  13.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Rate 

One'  infant'  death  was  registered  due'  to1:- 

.  Prematurity  '  -  45  mins . 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was'  18.0  compared  with  that  of  18.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Ab  rtion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  48  (30M.  18E.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  13.2  which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  14.4  compared 
with  that  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of 
death  amongst  the  aged,  i.e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  24  in  number. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (i.e.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary 
Atheroma)  was  the  cause  of  15  (12M.  3F.)  of  those  deaths,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  age-groups:-  2  between  45  -  55;  1  between  55  -  64;  6  between 

65  -  74  end  6  over  75  years. 


Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  12  in  the  following  age-groups :- 
1  between  45  -  54;  3  between  55  -  64;  6  between  65  -  74  and  2  over 
75  years  of  age.  In  these  days  of  modem  treatment,  the  disease  can 
be  treated  with  success,  if  patients  would  consult  their  Doctors 
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reasonably  early,  before  the  disease  becomes  too  advanced. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung/Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  5  of  those  deaths 
(3M.  2f„)  in  the  following  age  groups:-  1  between  55  -  64;  3  between 
65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years . 

Cancer  causes  a  relentless  toll  of  human  lives  all  over  the  world 
and  is  invariably  the  second  highest  cause  of  deaths  of  which  heart  and 
arterial  diseases  are  the  chief  cause;  the  majority  of  the  latter 
cases  are  due  to  old  age  and  coronary  thrombosis .  However,  many 
deaths  from  Cancer  occur  in  younger  age-groups,  usually  over  the  age 
of  40  years.  The  majority  are  in  all  probability  due  to  delay  by 
patients  in  seeking  medical  advice,  having  regard  also  to  the  fact  that 
the  onset  of  the  disease  is  insidious  or  latent. 

It  is  an  old  adage  that  ’prevention  is  better  than  cure',  and  there 
is  sufficient  modern  knowledge  about  the  causes  of  some  forms  of  Cancer 
to  enable  their  prevention. 

Modem  surgery  and  X-rays  and  other  radiations  used,  singly  or  in 
combination, . have  transformed  the  treatment  of  this  group  of  diseases. 

Almost  all  skin  Cancers  and  over  80%  of  Cancers  of  the  Cervix  of 
the  Uterus  can  be  cured  if  they  are  treated  early. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  death 
due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  following  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  were  notified  during

A  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  prevalence  of  serious  Infectious 
Diseases  has  been  reached,  in  prevention  and  treatment,  for  example, 
the  remarkable  advance  in  this  Century  of  medical  science,  with  emphasis 
on  the  last  40  years,  has  prevented  by  vaccination  and  immunisation 
lethal  and  disabling  infections  such  as  Poliomyelitis,.  Diphtheria, 

Y/hooping  Cough  and  recently  Measles  and  German  Measles  and  by  treatment 
with  specific  Anti-biotics  and  Sulpha  Drugs,  diseases  caused  by 
bacteria  such  as  Acute  Meningitis,  the  Pneumonias,  Puerperal  Sepsis,  Scarlet 
fever.  Erysipelas,  Typhoid,  Paratyphoid  fevers  and  food  Poisoning  etc. 

Influenza,  which  is  still  epidemic  in  the  winter  months  is  by  and 
large  the  most  dangerous . inf ect ion  and  it  is  still  equivocal  whether 
vaccination  is  preventive,  unless  a  vaccine  specific  to  the  strain 
which  is  likely  to  become  epidemic  is  prepared  in  time  before  the  epidemic 
occurs.  fortunately.,  there  was  no  outbreak  of  this  dangerous  infection 
during  the  winter  months. 

All  virus  infections  per  se  do  not  respond  to  treatment  by  the 
Anti-biotics  or  Sulpha  drugs,  but  fortunately  serious  complications 
caused  by  bacteria  usually  respond  successfully  to  treatment. 

Vaccination  against  the  virus  of  Measles  and  G-erman  Measles  has 
recently  been  introduced,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  biennial  outbreaks 
which  occur  will  be  eventually  controlled.  Vaccination  is  available  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  from  the  family  Doctor. 

Vaccination  against  G-erman  Measles  has  also  been  recently 
introduced  for  girls  aged  about  13  -  14  years  which  would  prevent 
congenital  malformations  amongst  babies  whose  mothers  might  suffer  from 
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this  infection  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

Tuberculosis 

\ 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Respiratory  or  Non-Re spir at ory 
Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  -  also  there  were  no  deaths 
which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficaciousness  of  modem  treatment. 

This  disease,  which  in  past  medical  history  has  been  a  scourge 
of  man  and  was  known  as  the  1  "White  Plague’ ,  is  in  these  days  almost 
completely  under  control,  by  prevention  (including  the  elimination 
of  housing  overcrowding  and  a  higher  standard  of  living),  and  by 
treatment.  Since  1950,  the  number  of  cases  amongst  adolescents 
amongst  whom  it  was  most  common,  has  gradually  decreased  to  a  minimum. 
Protection  of  school  children  by  B.C.G-.  vaccination  which  is  offered 
to  those  aged  13  years  and  over,  has  been  an  important  factor. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Puod  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 
This  fact  is  an  excellent  tribute  to  the  invaluable  routine  preventive 
work  in  Pood  Hygiene  carried  through  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  for  your  support  of  and  interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
